The order was that the 
ballots oast for coroner at tbe election of 
Nov. 4th be brought in by Clerk Hardy 
and counted in open court, and this 
order was obeyed. 
Perl (Democrat) 


claims to have been elected by a ma- 
jority of 124. 
Bendnre, (Rep,) in his 


bill alleges that he would have a majority 
over Perl of 144 votes if no mistakes in 
the count of Nov. 4 had been made. 
Both contestants with their counsel are 
in court—the Mills Bros, representing 
Mr. Bendure and Nelson & Hnrnsbanter 
and I. A. Buckingham Mr. Perl. There 
are also present many spectators. 


Judge Greer appointed two experts, 


Henry MoOlellau and Isaac W. Ehrman, 
to count the ballots in open court, and 
the ballots are now being recounted upon 
a long table, the packages containing the 
same being handed out as wanted by 
Clerk Hardy, who has retained possession 
of all the ballots oast in the county since 
election day. 


Much time was taken up this forenoon 


by the defendant's counsel iu offering ob- 
jections, all referring to the proper 
means of identifying tbe .returns from 
various districts. The recount is now in 
progress and may be finished this even- 
ing, provided the lawyers do not lock 
horns in B dizzy argument on points ot 
law.

tools for another season's work, will 
find it a aiattor of economy iu labor, to 
chooie tho->e which me M light as n 
snfflclf nt Uegrep of strength will admit. 
WlcMing a iieedle'isl)- heavy tool ii a 
waste of strength. But there is agreat 
difforenoc In tho work to which it may 
bo applied. A hand-hoc, for instance, 
may make two thousand strokes in an 
honr, or twenty thousand a day. A 
needless ounco In weight will therefore 
require tho constant movement of this 
ounce twonty thousand times daily, or 
equal to more than half s ton, which 
the operator must expend in personal 
stre Dgtii. Some tools cro half a poaud 
heavier than use requires; and day 
laborers, who use them, waste an 
amount of strength equal to whole tons 
(n each day. There are other tools not 
requiring the constantly alternating 
movement of tho hoe, when additional 
weight is not so detrimental, te for ex- 
ample—the crowbar, which being used 
as a lover, does not require constant 
motion. But In all cases, tools are to 
lio constructed in accordance with their 
intended purpose. The crowbar must 
be heaviest where the weight rests, and 
decrease in aize with the distance from 
this point. There U often too little 
taper towards the hand, and conse 
qnentlv the bar la usually bent under 
the weight, »nd nowhere else. Properly 
constructed, the handle would be benl 
M Boon as any other part, and no 
sooner.

They are leas expensive than the 
peerless Angora, but still they coma 
pretty high. I can sell a full-grown 
mala for about twelve dollars, and male 
kittens for from eight dollars to ten 
dollars each. Tho females are cheaper, 
being worth about five dollars each. 
A well-grown Maltese cat shonld weigb 
about twelve pounds. They are long 
lired, and, if properly treated, should 
attain a score of years. A perfect Mal- 
tese cat should be altogether slate- 
colored, without a particle of white. 
Most of them have sii toos, and very 
luriie feet, but they may be pure-bred 


ml u IM; bmftll feet and only five toes. 


They came originally from the island, 
of Alalta, but to-day America, or evea 
New York State, prodnees more Mal- 
tese cats than Malta does. 


"The Maltese cats, as a rule, art 


I'-trrU-, but they are usually kept so 
closely confined to the house, and oftwn 
fed BO injudiciously, that they are liabla 
to get indigestion, torpid liver, and have 
fits. Whoa the fits appear death Is likely 
to be near. 
They are brought to 


ma often when there is no time to treat 
tiiem. Sometimes I am called upon to 
attend a oat afflicted with what the 
owner thinks is on absess, or a tumor, 
but which frequently proves to b« a 
cancer. Nothing then can help tharn 
except an opeiaflon, but if the disease 
has not made very great progress I can 
generally operate successfully. With 
dogs cancer is much moro common, 
nnd I often hare to remove it. Some- 
times I uso ether, sometimes not, as the 
oircurestauces require; but I can save 
ife far moro froquently than burgeons 
«rho treat human patients.

SPEARING SWORD-FISH. 


Fishing VFhlch Does uok Grow Tiresome 


From Laolf of Uxcitemout. 


The Bsh are always harpooned from 


the end of tho bowsprit of a sailing 
vessel. All vessels regularly engaged 
in this fishery are supplied with an appa- 
ratus for tho support of tlio harpoonsr, 
which consists of a ^ooden plutform 
about two foot square, upon which the 
harpooner .stands and an upright bar 
of iron throe feet high, rising from the 
tip of tho bowsprit jurt in front of this 
platform. At the top of this bar is a 
bow of iron in nearly n circular form, 
to surround the waist of the harpooner. 
This structure is called the "rest" or 
the "pulpit." A man Is always sta- 
tioned at tho mast-head, whence, with 
the keen eye which practice has given 
him, 
he can easily descry tho toll-tale 


dovaal tins at a distance or two or three 
miles. When a fish has been sighted 
tho watch "sings out," and the vessel 
Is steered directly toward it. The skip- 
per takes hh place In the pulpit, holding 
the harpoon with both hands by tha 
tipper cud, and directing the man at 
tho Whoo.l by voice and gesture how to 
steer. When the flsh Is from sis to 
ten t'eot in front of the vessel, it is 
•truok. The harpoon is not thrown; 
the strong arm of the harpooner 
punches the dart into the back of the 
fish beside the dorsal fin, and the pole 
ia withdrawn. The line ia from fifty 
to one hundred and fifty fathoms long, 
and (he end is either made fast on board 
the smack, or attached to a keg or 
some other form of buoy aad thrown 
overboard. After tho fish has exhausted 
himself by dragging tha buoy through 
the water, it is picked up, theilsbis 
hauled alongside, and killed with a 
lance. In the meantime several other 
fish may have been struck and left to 
tire themselves out in the some way.— 
f.
